GENERAL: 

At Wash lag ton, D. C, 

On 17 February I960, the SUBJECT vas afforded a termination 
security debriefing in Room 632, Hotel Annapolis, 12th and H 
Streets, N*W. 

The SUBJECT, a contract employee, and a naturalized U* S. 
citizen of Latvian extraction, read a copy of the Espionage Aot, 
as amended, and Stated that he fully comprehended the provisions 
as set forth therein* He stated that he would abide by all 
regulations pertaining to non-disclosure of such classified 
information or activities which he has amassed during his period 
of Agency employment* He also read and executed copies of the 
Special Termination Secrecy Agreement and Termination Secrecy 
Oath (See Exhibits #1 and #2)« The following mailing address 
was given the SUBJECT in the event he desires future communication 
with this Agency regarding security matters:

The SUBJECT stated that after his termination of employment, 
he will return to his present home in Lancaster, Pennsylvania 
where future employment in private industry will be arranged for

all future instances necessitating such information:

He was further advised to attempt to limit the use of the 
designator* He further stated that he has no plana for 
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any type of foreign travel and expects to remain at his 
present address on a permanent basis* 

The SUBJECT asserted that he has been veil satisfied 
with all treatment given him during his association with this 
Agency* He further stated that he had no knowledge of any 
incidents or activities of other persons which may be of 
security significance*
